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First Endurance Ice Race To Be Held

SWEDISH NEW YEAR'S 


i New Years Eve! The time of 
gaiety, happiness and resolutions 
Which never will be fulfilled; the 
time of speeches and poems and 
church bells ringing; how could 
one best describe this occasion. 

; As people all over Sweden cele¬ 
brate New Year in so many differ¬ 
ent ways, come with me to some 
places, and see what. is going on 
this festive eve. 

It is pretty cold out, most of the 
time we have heavy snow. People 
are walking round in a very happy 
mood, they greet you everywhere 
with the words: “Happy End of 
the Old Year,” and “A Happy New 
Year”. There is a fine atmosphere 
at home. The family i s going to 
have a big dinner for relatives and 
friends. When everything is shiny 
and nice and mother has finished 
all the duties entailed in preparing 
a Lucillian Smorgasbord, then it 
is time for the guests to come. As 
a rule you greet your guests with 
a glass of “glogg”, and with that 
some “pepparkakor”. And so to the 
dinner! On the table are home¬ 
made candles already burning, and 
flowers in a little pot and there you 
see tulips in red colors, hyacinths, 
and Lily of the Valley. Variety of 
fish dishes, omelets with mush¬ 
rooms or shrimps or some kind of 
vegetables, sylta med rodbetor, 
sillsallad, inlagd sill, Jansons fres- 
telse, ham, cheese and home made 
bread. The main dish is often a 
meat dish, but sometimes ham has 
first place as the main dish. 

You will notice how leisurely we 
sit and visit and eat this meal, for 
we really enjoy all the delicious 
food and companionship. When 
dinner is over it is time to go to 
church, in the evening. If you live 
in the country you probably travel 
by sleigh to church, but as a rule 
you go by car. Outside the church 
the boy scouts are parading with 
torch light in their hands. 

It is a custom to light a candle 
on the grave, where you have a 
relative, and it is a beautiful sight 
to see all the flaring candles in the 
dark night. Inside the church are 
two big Christmas trees with 
candles on, burning candles light 
up the altar, and in some churches 
there are candles at each pew. 
Christmas carols are being sung 
by the choir, and the minister 
gives a stimulating New Year mes¬ 
sage. 

Now it is time to go home again, 
and to hear the King and the 
Prime Minister speak to the peo¬ 
ple of Sweden. Every year we 
eagerly wait for the lovely poem 
Which is broadcast over the radio 
and television. For about 40 years 
the Same beloved actor, Andersde 
Wahl had read Tennyson’s “New 
Year Bells”, but since his death a 


few years ago, the poem is chang¬ 
ed to Zakarias Topelius “The 
Milky Way”. At 12 o’clock the 
poem is finished, and thes you hear 
church bells all over the town and 
the country ringing in the New 
Year. Over the International air¬ 
way are even broadcast., the ring¬ 
ing of bells from the cathedrals in 
Sweden as well as from other big¬ 
ger towns like London, Paris, Ber¬ 
lin and Rome. 

Happy New Years greetings are 
expressed to friends and relatives 
close at hand and then phone calls 
to those at distant points. 

From balconies in the apartment 
blocks you see people throwing out 
Christmas sparklers and calling 
greetings to its neighbors. 

If you live at a sea port you hear 
the signals from all the ships in 
the harbour, and you see the fire 
work glistening in the dark night. 

For many of the younger genera¬ 
tion New Year is celebrated with 
a big party and dance, or a mas¬ 
querade. Some people go to the 
theatres or movies where a “Nyar- 
svaka” is performed. But wherever 
you go, you will hear a ; speech, a 
poem and church bells ringing in 
the New Year in Sweden. 

Coming out on the streets you 
will find it difficult to walk. 
Thousands of people take posses-

sion of the main street, and it does 
not matter how much the cars 
blow their horns, it is New Years 
Eve, everybody sings, throws out 
confetti, and the air is filled with 
the joyous wish “Happy New 
Year”. 

Some people prefer to celebrate 
New Year outdoors, and come with 
us now. This is a place just out¬ 
side of Stockholm, and an outdoors 
club “Pine Tree” is just going to 
celebrate New Years Eve. They 
gather at a club house in the for- 
set at 9:00 p.m. Everybody helps 
to prepare a bon fire, and when it 
is ready to go, they relax until 
11:45. They sing old folk songs in¬ 
doors. Somebody is playing the 
violin, and sometimes there is also 
an accordian in the crowd. If the 
preparing of the bon fire left 
plenty of spare time, some of the 
time is just for a few folk dances. 
At 11:45 everyone gathers round 
the bon fire, and the boys light the 
fire. All hold hands in a big ring. 
While the fire gets going, the girls 
sin a carol, anj then one of the 
boys makes a speech about the 
wonderful thins that have happen¬ 
ed in the year that now i s running 
out. He terminates his speech ex¬ 
actly at 12 o’clock, when the 
church bells start ringing round 
the country, and everybody around 
the bon fire hollers “Happy New 
Year” With all the joined hands 
in the air. After this another boy 
makes a speech, this time about 
the year just started, and every¬ 
body hopes it will be happy. When 
the speech is over, the girls sing 
another carol and maybe two. 
Sometimes they keep singing ano¬ 
ther one, and another one, and 
nothing can stop them until the 
fire is burnt out and the chilly 
winter air cools off their ambition. 

It is time to go home after drink¬ 
ing some coffee indoors. Coffee 
that was made by the girls before 
the bon fire started, and jokingly

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"Know Your Canada" Series - 
Edmonton Citizenship Council 


For the past two years the Ed¬ 
monton Citizenship Council has 
sponsored a series of four meetings 
under the general heading “Know 
your Canada". The purpose of the 
series is to give .Canadians both 
new and old, a better insight into 
Canada’s background and a view 
of Canada as a whole. The wide 
appeal of the series was Indicated- 
by the attendance in the spring of 
1966, when 100 to 150 people went 
to each meeting. The Council was 
particularly encouraged by the 
fact that about 75 per cent of the 
audience attended the whole series. 

The i960 program consisted of 
talks by well-known speakers, fol¬ 
lowed by refreshments and a social 
hour. The meetings were held on 
Sunday afternoons. Special invita¬ 


tions were sent out to prospective 
citizens as it was felt that lire 
series would help to prepare them 
for their Canadian citizenship. 
Guests were invited to bring their 
families. The meetings were free 
and were open to the general 
public. 

A pleasing result of the "Know 
your Canada” series was that the 
response to the Arts and Crafts 
Exhibition in Citizenship Week 
was exceptionally good. This ex¬ 
hibition, which is also sponsored 
by the Citizenship Council, is a 
regular feature of Citizenship Week 
in Edmonton. Contributions are 
limited to newcomers, who have 
been in Canada less than ten years. 
Over 60 exhibitors contributed 
about 280 paintings and other art¬ 
icles, many of which were sold.

In one room, 
there were top quality reproduc¬ 
tions of theEarly Renaissance artist 
Albrecht Duerer’s exquisite paint¬ 
ings, etchings, water colors and 
drawings. Another featured Shake¬ 
speare illustrations through 400 
years, demonstrating how concepts 
of the master dramatist have varied

“Art in the Workshop” originated 
in Harry Fett’s own factory to- j 
wards the end of the 1930's, after : 
the cozy old canteen burned down j 
and was replaced by a new one j 
with large wddows and austere; 
walls. One day, somebody decided 1 
to brighten the walls with a few ' 
pictures. This led to a series of J 
J changing exhibitions. Thus, during j 
! the lunch break, workers had a | 
I chance to see reproductions of j 
| classical and modern art from i 
many countries. Meanwhile, coope-i 
ration began with other enterprises 1 
which also had adopted the idea.. 
Finally, in 1950, “Art in the Work- i 
shop” was established. 

While most of the organization's 
pictures are reproductions, pur- j 
chased in France, Italy, Germany, j 
Sweden, Denmark and the United J 
States, there are also many photo-1 
graphs and a growing number of I 
originals, chiefly prints and water j 
colors. To protect the pictures from J 
damage, they are always exhibited i 
in glass frames. But. as it is dif-i 
ficult, expensive and risky to ship J 
them from place to place in fragile 
glass frames, each factory has its 
own. Thus, only the pictures have j 
to be sent by “Art in the Work¬ 
shop.” At each factory, employee 
representatives frame and hang 
the pictures according to directions.
